Negotiations between Student 
Council, Sunshine Company and 
-PFM (Professional Food Manage- 
ment) has produced several food 

service improvements and several 
new price boosts. 

The new agreement has yet to be 
approved by Business Manager Don 
Young and the new council, but re- 
liable sources conclude that coun- 
cil ‘must’ approve the agreement 
in ofder to keep a boycott at bay. 

PFM has agreed to re-install the 
juice and hot chocolate machines 
and reinstate the Deli-Bar. They 
have also promised to serve indi- 
vidual cans of fruit juices and in- 
dividual yougurt servings. A third 
cashier will be used when necessary 

and the upgrading of the Canteen 
services are promised.. PFM will 
also have weekly meetings with 
representatives from the food com- 
mittee. 

In exchange, council will yield to 
PFM’s request for new price 
boosts. Soup will be 20 cents a 
cup and 30 cents for a bowl. 
1 pint of milk will cost 20 cents 
and an 8 oz. cup of coff

Election technicalities 


_— 


Council member-elect James 
Brown submitted a petition to the 
court questioning several election 
technicalities. Brown lost to Omoto 
in the bid for the vice-presidency, 
running as a last minute write-in 
candidate. | 

He questioned the time that peti- 
tions were due and who had the 
authority to release and accept pe- 
titions. 

Some petitions had a 5pm. dead- 
line while others were due atl0pm. 

Petition deadlines were a major 
issue last semester. . Barbara 
McClair and Banks submitted their 
petitions late and were disqualified 
The Justice Department then ruled 
that the 5pm. deadline was uncon- 
stitutional because it excluded night 
students. 


‘Didn't want to 


hang around’ 


Former Election Commissioner 
and ASMPC Secretary Teri Kier 
told El Yanqui that she ordered the 
5pm. deadline because she didn’t 
want to “hang around’’ until 10pm. 
Brown claimed that Addison did not 
have the authority to accept peti- 
tions. 


“She was acting-secretary after 
Kier resigned, but never amember 
of the election commissida, ’’Brown 
said. 

Three crossed out signatures and 
the fact tmat no-one received 
Omoto’s petition were also ques- 
tioned in the meeting. , 

El Yanqui pointed out that Markle 
was a roommate of Omoto’s. 
‘‘Could this be a conflict of inter- 
est?’’ EY asked.

Earlier dispute cleared 


Clearing up an earlier dispute 
pdetween EY and Omoto, the Jus- 
tice Department ruled 2-0 with one 
abstaintion that EY had a right to 
print ASMPC letters written by and 
to Omoto. . 

‘‘The Justice Department feels 
that any correspondence of any 
elected official, on official ASMPC 
stationary, is a matter of public 
record and should be treated as 
such.”’ 


Omoto’s challenge 


Omoto had challenged EY’s right 
to print letters without his permis- 
sion.. He claimed that the parking- 
ticket letter written to Business 
Manager Don Young was, ‘‘to the « 
best of my knowladge not written 
on ASMPC ‘stationary.’ 

Former ASMPC Secretary Kier 
claimed that everthing she gave 
EY had an ASMPC letterhead.”’ I 
made sure of that,’’ she added 

The Court also ruled that EY did 
not have to return the letters and 
recomended that,‘‘any correspon- 
dence, documents and letters re- 
ceived by or produced by ASMPC 
officials on official stationary be 
made public if requested.” 


Marty Omoto is a nice guy. 
Yanqui will be the first to admit 
that. We feel that if. the staff 
were all to go on vacation at the 
same time, Omoto would .be the 
perfect person to watch the office. 
And in the same fashion if anyone 
on the staff was in trouble and 
needed help, financial or other- 
wise, we are sure that Omoto 
would be right there with a helping 
hand. 

But then EY is not really at is- 
sue with Omoto as a nice guy. 
What is at issue with Omoto’s 
ethics, which seem to be in need 
of some revision. A campus Se- 
curity ‘officer reports that Omoto 
became abusive when questioned 
as to why he was in the student 
teenter after hours.

I don’t have to do anything,’’ Omoto 
is quoted in a letter from Bill 
Stallworth, campus security offi- 
cer, to George Faul, college presi- 
dent.

And of course Omoto wouldn’t 
stoop so low as to forge student’s

Omoto replies to EY charges 


I cannot waste my time to respond 
to everything you write about me 
in your paper.

over Marty Omoto, I hope that 
people will not forget the numer- 
ous positive contributions that 
Marty has made to the college and 
the Associated Students of Monterey 
Peninsula College. I would like to 
take a moment to review some of 
those contributions and to state very 
clearly and strongly my confidence 
and trust in Marty. 

In the spring of 1973, Marty and a 
group of his friends rewrote the 
ASMPC constitution, changing it

An Idaho homesteader named Mike 

Sehler has found a solution to the 
furmoils of city living. On a forty- 
acre spread of land consisting of 
rolling forested hills and green 
meadows, he has built his house 
six feet below the surface of the 
ground. 
‘Oehler, who appeared in the Up- 
per Fireplace Lounge to talk to 
students about his project last Wed- 
nesday, had a lot to say about his 
anusual home. 
remodeling and maintenance, wea- 
therproof and fireproof qualities, 
gloseness to water, a better view 
and ecologically sound practice as 
advantages to living in an under- 
ground house. 

In reply to an accusation that his 
house was an uncomfortable place 


He listed ease of 


to live, Oehler said:‘‘An under- 
ground house has no more in com- 
mon with a damp musty basement 
than a penthouse has with a hot, 
dusty attic.’’ In his slide presen- 
tation he showed that the house has 
a strong aesthetic appeal to it. 
Built on a slope facing downhill, 
parts of it are just above ground. 
Looking uphill are thirteen: patio 
windows, eight feet high, offering 
good concealment. On one side of 
the building is Oehler’s ‘barbeque’ 
window,. with a barbeque pit on the 
outside at chest height. 
likes to stand inside the room and 
cook in the piton rainy days. An- 
other of his favorite windows is 
the ‘fire window’ behind which he 
Sleeps, with a fire going on the 
outside.

His house is built on the Western 
method, which consists of first 
sinking poles in the earth at all the 
major corners of the frame, and
